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INTRODUCTION. 


The admirable coUection of drawings reproduced in this memoir were 
prepared nearly tliirty years ago under the direction of the late Edmund Smith 
for the most part by draugh^meu whose natnea were not recorded on them. 
Ur. Smith had intended to publish them himself aud to that end had 
prepared notes, which conmatld chiefly of rather lengthy dascriptiona of the 
buildings illustrated- As these seemed superfluous with such excellent drawing 
to refer to, the notes have not bean printed in ertenso, though they have bean 
largely utilized hi the accompflnying teart. 

The four monuments to which those drawings laUto are all in the United 
Province's, Badaun being in the District of that name, Lalitpur and Irich in 
the Jhansi District, and Kalpi in the Jalaun District. They are all somewhat 
off the beaten track and little known, hut are none the Jess of interest to 
those concerned with the Medieval Art of India. AH. without exception, are 
Protected Monuments under the Ancient Monuments Preaorvatiou Act, and the 
lost named is piesnrved and looked after by the Archteologicsl Department. I 
am indebted to Maulvi Ashfaq Ali for bis translation of the inacriptionB at 
the Badaun Mosque and to Maulvi Muhammad Ashraf Husain, Munslu in my 
ofBce, for the translation of the Irich mscriptioiL 

Afl hi is many yeaia since any hooka by Mr. Edmund Smith have appeared 
and this is likely to be the last publication connected with his name, it may 
not be inappropriate to mention some of his more important works on

BADAUN, 

Jami Masjid. 

‘^T'HE citjr of Bodaua is of such autiqaitj that the date of its foundation 
cannot be fitated with any certainty, bat legend has it that it existed during the 
time of Baja Bhacat who was the predecessor, six generations before, of 
Kurus and Fandus, the famous hemes of the Mahabharata. ^ It ruled by 
Hindu Bajas of various dynasties until the year 1028 A.D. wheo it Iiecamo 
the object of Muhamiuadan invasions. In that year it w^is attat^kod by the 
renowned Mosud Gliazi, the nephew and general of Mahmud Ghaznavi, who 

died at fiahraich fiv^o years later at the early age of 19, In 1186 Qutb-ud-Biii 
Aibafc, the slave and able general of SMhab-ud-Diu Muhammad Ghori, bettor 
Jmown aa Muhammad bin Sam, agaiu conquered it and appointed his Lieutenant, 
Hosabr-udHiin Hasan, governor of the place, but in 1203 the goveroorahip of 
Badaun was transferred to Shams-ud^din Altamsh, the slave and eon-m-law 
of Qutb-ud-din Aibak. who had already achieved distinction by his valour and 
bravery and shown no small aldli in the art of war. On the death of 

Qutb'Ud’din his adopted son Arum Shah was crowned kbg, but some of the 
nobles of his court invited Shsms^ud-din to take the reins of govemmeiit. 
Accordingly Altamsh set out for Delhi with a huge army and having defeated 
ilram Shah made himself king. During the course of his reign Altamsh received 
investiture from the Khalifa of Baghdad, the most authoritative recognition that 
could be accorded him** Shams-ud'din Aitanish was not only a just ruleti a good 
statesman, and a skilful general, but also evinced a keen interest in archi¬ 
tecture. The completion of the Qutb Minar, the extension of the Qawwatut 

Islam Mosque, the construction of Hauz-i Shamsi at Delhi and the erection of

Muhammad Shah Tughlaq I, whose name appears in this inscription, seems 
to have 'repaired the moBqne. His real name was Malik Fakhr-ud-din June 
Khan and be waa the son of Ghiyaa-ud^ Tughlaq, king of Delhi. He was 
an accomplished sovereign, generous to exocas, and the moat experienced g^erel 
of hie day, but his eccenmc fury aometimes verged on insanity. He reigned tor 
sbou* 27 years (1S25-13S1 A D.) and died o! fever at Thatta on the 2Wh March.

In the year 979 A, H. (1571-72 A. D.) a fierce fire broke out in Budnun* 
and almost destroyed the whole city. The Jami Mosjid did not escape its 
ravages and its dome was seriously injured. In 1013 A. H. (1604-05 A. I>.} 
during the reign of Akbar, (^tb-ud-din Khan alias Shaikh Khubu Koka, who 
was possibly then governor of the place, undertook the repairs mentioned 
in the above tnacriptiom He was the grandson (daughteris son) of Slinikh

The surface of the interior walls waa originally 
covered with rawed piaster detomtiona. hut save in a few places the whole 
interior has been teplaateted and the old decoration con 0 e<juoiitJy ia no longer 
visible. Examples of the internal decoration are given in plates V, \ I, ME 
VUIand IX. .\ few traces of glazed tile work still reniauioa the outside of the 
western cloiaters. The tapering liastions at the four exterior corners which are 

still extant are a very interesting feature. 

Unfortunately the 19th and 20 th century restorer and improver have been at 
work on tbift once exceedingly fine mosque, and have done much to destroy its 
original appearance. The eaatem gateway Ulustrated in Cuiminghani’s report 
VoL XI, was deemed unsafe and pulled down before lueasared drawings of it 
could be made. The imposing effect of the dome towering above the M^jid 
and adjacent buildings as seen from a distance has been marred by the addition 
of two half dome® on either side of the grand dome. New dofews construed 
of modem-sized bricks were also buUt 25 years ago, apparently soon after Air. Smith’s 
drawings were executed, and much damage has been done to tho ancient Work bj-these 
‘ improvemente.’ In point of tact what with plastering, reatomtiou and rebuilding 
there is now verv little of the original building visible. Faulty construction and 
material have of course done much to bring the building into disrepair and n^odtete 
restoration not only during the last centmy but as far bock a» Akbar a reign. 
At the time of ite erection the proper arch construction was not imderetood 
and arches and domes were formed by corbelling out each comw! of stone and 
omitting the key atonca and for this reason alone considerable portions must 

have collapsed. 

LALITPUR. 

The Basa. 

In an out-of-the-way part of the town of Lalitpur stands a aimiU building knoTO 
as the Basa, meaning a place to live or stay m. It is now empty, Moaanrmg 
only 18' 71" by 18' 9 ^', it is constructed entirely of old carefully wrought Hindu 
materiaU token from different temples which exirted in or around the town 
From the atrangement of the columns it U possible that the structure originally 
formed port of a Hindu shrine. The bnilding beam an inscription in Nagan 
characters, containing the name of Firoz Shah^ Tughlaq and the date samvat 
1415 or 1358 A. B. The stotement is made in the Gazetteer of the Ihansi 
District^ that the building is said to have been used as an octroi office by the 
Muhammadan rulers. It is also therein called meaning sandstone. No 

further information regarding this structure can be found.

IRICH. 


Jnmi JVlasjid. 

The town of Irich, situated some 40 miles north of Jhansi, stands high 
up on the right bank of the Betwa river and commands a fine view. The 
city was once of considerable importance, as is evidenced by the uomerous re¬ 
mains of moaquea, tombs and temples. Of the architectural remains left, the 
chief is the Janil Masjid, which stands to the west of the town within the walls 
of the ancient fort. The date of its constemsbbn seems to be unoertain, though 
to judge from its style of arcbitectuio it may be assigned with fair accuracy 
to the period of '^Fnoz Shah Tughlaq, An inscription on the mosque gives the 
date of its erection as A. H. or 1412 A. D. and states that it was built 
by Qazi Zln ud-din (otherwise unknown to history) during the reign of Mahmud 
Shah Tughlaq of DelhL

Agab it U quite probable that aiahmud Khan, the govomor of Kidpi 
and Maboba, who after declaring hla mdependence prwdaiined himself king

Considerable pains have lieeu taken by Sir. Beglar to show that the date 
of the erection of the buildbg is not aa stated in the b^ription» but tWt 
it WBS built during the Mughal period. Mr, Edmund Smith was of opinion 
that the mosijuo was coiwtmcted during the reign of Aurangeeb (1658-1707) 
and Fiihrer thinks that it was repaired and the enormous cape added to tec 
domes during that reign, I am bidined to concur with the latter supposi¬ 
tion but there is nc question but that the mob fabric of the building was 
erected b the. Tughlaq period and I see no reason why the bscription shoolrl 
not belong to the building. With the exception of the tops of the donmi 
there is nothing b the style of teo construction to pomt to the niosqua being 
of the Mughal period. 

The buildbg is now rather dilapidated and illkept and, lUthough attempts 
have been made to repair It, such bad workmanship and liod material have 
been put into the work that they may b® described as practically useless. 

Stone baa been freely used m the coustraction of the moaque but tfc is 
chiefly built of brick. The rioisteni with their groined roofs am entirely of 
brick. The drawings tolatos XXTI to XXV) adequately explain the arehit^- 
tural details, which need not be enlarged upon except to remark that the prm* 
cipal mihrab (plate XXV) is a particoUrly good piece of work, the design 
being Muhammadan but the detail purely Hbdu. _
